China Hill, Expansion 4 $40,750
Siskiyou County

To consider the allocation for a grant to Siskiyou Land Trust (SLT), the acceptance
of a U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service (USFWS) Recovery Land Acquisition grant, and
the approval to sub-grant these federal funds to SLT to acquire 21+ acres of land
for the protection of Yreka phlox, a wildflower endemic to China Hill and other
surrounding foothill areas, located in the city of Yreka in Siskiyou County.

To consider the allocation for a grant to Trust for Public Land to enhance forest
health and restore wilderness characteristics on lands adjacent to the Trinity Alps
and Castle Crags wildernesses, in Shasta-Trinity National Forest located in
Siskiyou and Trinity counties. [General Fund, Budget Act of 2022.]

Battle Creek Confluence Sidechannel Restoration Planning $1,243,000
Tehama County

To consider the allocation for a grant to the Tehama County Resource
Conservation District to conduct the planning, design, impacts analysis, and permit
implementation actions necessary for the reconnection and restoration of salmonid
rearing habitat in a historic side channel immediately downstream of Battle Creek’s
confluence with the Sacramento River in Tehama County.

To consider the allocation for a grant to the California Department of
Transportation (Caltrans) for the construction of a wildlife crossing over State
Route 20 to increase the range of prime Tule Elk habitat and re-unite two heritage
subherds 13 miles west of Williams in Colusa County. [General Fund, Budget Act

Salmon Creek School Water Conservation, Augmentation $1,230,000
Sonoma County

To consider the allocation for a grant augmentation to the North Coast Resource
Conservation and Development Council for a cooperative project with Harmony
Union School District for obtaining permits, constructing a rainwater catchment
system, implementing water conservation measures, and conducting stream flow
and habitat monitoring located adjacent to the Salmon Creek mainstem on
Bohemian Highway in Occidental, approximately 14.5 miles upstream from the
mouth of the creek where it enters the Pacific Ocean at the Harmony Union School
District campus, Sonoma County. [General Fund, Budget Act of 2021.]

Bale Slough - Bear Creek Tributary Restoration $1,708,125
Napa County

To consider the allocation for a grant to Napa County Flood Control and Water
Conservation District for a cooperative project with State Coastal Conservancy and
State Water Resources Control Board to enhance and restore riparian habitat and
floodplain function, located on privately-owned land one mile northeast of
Yountville in Napa County. [General Fund, Budget Act of 2021.]

Mammoth 395 Wildlife Crossing Planning $3,170,000
Mono County

To consider the allocation for a grant to Caltrans for a cooperative project with
CDFW, Eastern Sierra Land Trust, and United States Bureau of Land Management
to complete the designs and environmental compliance necessary to install a
wildlife crossing corridor consisting of two enhanced under crossing structures and
exclusion fencing along U.S. Highway 395, ten miles southeast of the town of
Mammoth Lakes in Mono County. [General Fund, Budget Act of 2021.]

Agoura Hills - Santa Monica Mountains Gateway $2,230,000
Los Angeles County
